St. Louis authorities blamed the deaths 
of four elderly residents of a rent- 
subsidized apartment building on pro­ 
longed high tem peratures in rooms 
School budget 
ready for hearing

Without the certain knowledge of what 
to expect in additional state aid. Lompoc 
Unified School District trustees last 
night approved an $18 4 million 1977-78 
publication budget. 


Following publication of the budget in 
the Lompoc R ecord, the board is 
scheduled to hold a public hearing on it 
Thursday, August 4 at 4 p m Final adop­ 
tion of the budget is also scheduled for 
that date 
Even by then, however, 'We’re not at 
all sure we’ll have any indication of state 
support.” Superintendent Clarence 
Bloom said "In fact, we're pretty sure 
we won't.” 
From either of the two major school 
finance bills under consideration by state 
legislators, the district expects to 
receive between $400,000 and $500,000 
Such an amount could absorb a signifi­ 
cant portion of the publication budget's 
near $550,000 deficit. (The budget's 
deficit is almost $750,000, but nearly 
$200 ono of this is due to one-time monies 
carried over into this budget from 
previous years i 
The deficit results from the district’s 
adding almost $638,000 to a ‘‘contingen­ 
cy ’ account, already with $75,000 
In creased 
govern m en tal 
incom e, 
preliminary budget cuts and a dipping 
into the district general reserve com­ 
bined to produce the funds for this ac­ 
count. 
The contingency fund, reserved to 
cover unexpected expenses also puts 
Lompoc in a position to pay for a salary 
increase and fringe benefits, currently 
under negotiation between the district 
and teachers. 
Thus the district may settle on a con­ 


tract with the Lompoc Education As­ 
sociation before knowing definitely what 
to expect from the state. 
A ssistan t

A lice 
Milligan, the district’s chief negotiator, 
reportedly told the school board last 
night in executive session that teacher 
contract bargaining seems very near 
completion. 
Also last night, the board approved 
entering a one-year agreement with the 
county for provision of legal services. 
This year state education law was 
amended to allow the county to charge 
local districts for legal aid. previously 
supplied free of charge. 
Under the approved agreement, the 
Lompoc district would pay the county 
$6,390 — a pro-rated fee determined 
mainly by the average daily attendance 
(ADA) in Lompoc schools — in exchange 
for limited legal services. 
The county had offered the contract to 
Lompoc — as to the 26 other districts in 
Santa Barbara County — on a three-year 
basis But Superintendent Bloom recom­ 
mended that the board enter it, at least 
initially, for only one year, since he is not 
sure whether the district would get its 
money’s worth of legal assistance. 
After conversations with Lompoc 
lawyers, board member Karl Braun said 
that the fee seemed exorbitant for what 
the district would probably require in 
hours of legal aid. But with assurances 
from Superintendent Bloom that the dis­ 
trict would log the services the district 
did receive and weigh the value of the 
agreement, he voted for approval of the 
agreement. 
Bloom said that by next April the 
board could assess the county plan and 
then decide whether to seek legal as­ 
sistance elsewhere, by hiring its own at­ 
torney. for example 


B1 bomber cancellation 
approved in U.S. Senate 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Carter’s decision to kill the B1 bomber 
and rely on the pilotless, less-costly 
cruise m issile and souped-up B52s has 
won Senate endorsement despite some 
bitter opposition 
The Senate approved Carter's policy 
decision Monday over the protests of 
most long-time supporters of the super­ 
sonic bomber. 
But one of those, Sen John Stennis, D- 
Miss , led the fight for Carter and told 
the Senate it would be a ‘‘great mistake” 
to waste time arguing or seeking to 
reverse the decision 
“The thing to do now, as I see it, is to 


hold the B1 program where it is, continue 
any needed further research on the B1 
and move, forthwith, on a positive 
program for an air-launched cruise m is­ 
sile and the means for launching this 
missile on target,” he said 
The Senate voted 59 to 36 to delete 
from the fiscal 1978 defense appropria­ 
tions bill $1.4 billion earmarked for 
production of five Bis 
That cut the total of the bill to $109.6 
billion, or $4.1 billion less than the ad­ 
ministration 
request. 
Nevertheless, 
Stennis said the amount was ‘‘a level of 
spending adequate for our national 
security.”

Philadelphia M ayor Frank Rizzo 
ordered special measures, including the 
shutting off of problem hydrants, to 
preserve water supplies.

Twenty firemen were overcome by 
heat exhaustion while battlin g a 
lumberyard blaze Monday in Greenfield, 
Mass. Other firemen on the job were 
ordered to munch salt tablets to keep 
from keeling over. 
Violent storms hit some Great Lakes 
areas but gave only temporary relief 
from the heat. 
Two tornadoes demolished two mobile 
homes and shoved several others off 
their foundations at a trailer park near 
Monroe. Mich. Seven persons were in­ 
jured when high winds shattered a win­ 
dow at a restaurant in Cedar Point, Ohio. 
Boston Edison reported a record 
power demand in New England between 
1 p.m. and 2 p.m. Monday when the 
region drew 13.248,000 kilowatts. In Con­ 
necticut, health officials cautioned 
against unnecessary exertion.

Taxable sales in Lompoc for the first 
quarter of 1977 totaled $16,429,000. up 
from $14,798,000 for the first quarter of 
1976, according to a report by the State 
Board of Equalization 
Trends in Lompoc business reflected 
those statewide with the largest increase 
in durable goods sales in the building 
m ate rials 
and 
farm im plem ents 
category 
Sales in Lompoc were up 
$448,000 over the figure for the first 
quarter of 1976 to $1,160,000 
Also following state example, non­ 
durable sales gained the most in service 
stations Lompoc stations sold $377,000 
more worth of taxable goods in the first 
quarter of 1977 for a total of $1,723,000 
Sales in two categories declined for the 
first three months of 1977: Lompoc resi­ 
dents purchased $58,000 less in apparel 
stores and $39,000 less in packaged liquor 
stores than in the sam e period of 1976 
Eating and drinking places in the citv 
gained $148,000 in taxable sales, and 
home furnishing and appliance stores’ 
sales were up $124,000 
Automobile 
dealers and auto supplies stores sold an 
extra $116,000 worth of goods to bring 
their total for the first quarter of 1977 to 
$3,194,000 
Sales in general merchandise stores 
were up $351,000 over last year to 
$2,506,000 
Drug and food stores also 
registered gains over the 1976 figures 
Taxable sales in all other businesses 
than retail stores (such as manufactur­ 
ing and services, which pay a use taxi 
brought in $385,000 over last year. 
As elsewhere in the country, these in­ 
creases reflect the growing stability of 
the economy. The report credits such 
factors as increased consumer spending, 
more personal income, less saving, more 
credit purchases and a decrease in un­ 
employment with the upswing in taxable 
sales. 


According to the report, Lompoc had 
33 more businesses with tax permits this 
year than the 526 reported in 1976

they were during the Watergate scandal 
because it might hurt their party more 
than the GOP 
‘If it’s all Democrats, so what!” 
declared Rep. Robert Doman, R-Calif. 
Let’s start bringing people to justice 
and this scandal before there’s more 
coverup ” 


Rep Mickey Edwards, R-Okla., stop­ 
ped just short of accusing O’Neill and the 
rest of the House Democratic leader­ 
ship of delaying the Ethics Committee 
probe. “ I strongly suspect,” he said, it is 
dragging “because there are some peo­ 
ple at fairly high levels of this body who 
may be involved when the names start 
coming out.”

A liquor bottle presumably cast from a 
Honolulu beach into the Pacific Ocean 
over six years ago has become a conver­ 
sation piece in the living room of Dick 
and Donna G allina of Vandenberg 
Village, California 


On a long evening stroll at Surf beach 
last week, the Gallinas happened upon 
two bottles that had washed ashore. 
‘Hey, there’s got to be a note in one of 
those bottles.” Dick Gallina told his 
wife. 


He s weird,” according to Donna, 
Sometimes he knows what’s going to 
happen before it happens.” 
They picked up the sand-filled bottles 
and in one could see the letters “ Hon” on 
white 
“To whoever finds this,” the handwrit­ 
ten message on a half-sheet of lined 
paper read 
This is a school project 
from Honolulu High School. Honolulu, 
Hawaii Please notify the Honolulu High 
School.” 
The note was signed, “ The high school 
senior class, Aloha!!” It was dated 
January 1, 1971. 
If. indeed, the bottle came from 


Hawaii, it had traveled some 2,225 miles 
in six and one half years — an average of 
342 miles a year, nearly one mile a day. 
The Gallinas wonder whether the 
drifting bottle really was part of a class 
project The note appears as though it 
were written hastily. And if it was a 
class project, why didn’t they use school 
stationery? 
What kind of “ class project” was this, 
anyway? For Oceanography? Sociology? 
Was the entire “ senior class” par­ 
ticipating? 
Perhaps some youngsters at a beach 
party hurled the bottled message into the 
sea to commemorate the New Year. 
The Gallinas may never discover the 
history of the bottle, but they plan, at 
least, to write to Honolulu High, sending 
along a copy of the note. 
“ Wouldn’t it be nice if there was a 
reward for finding the bottle, like a trip 
to Hawaii,” mused Donna Gallina, who 
works with her husband in their 
housecleaning business.

Supervisors okay study 
for agricultural rezoning

The Board of Supervisors voted un­ 
animously Monday to initiate a study 
directed toward rezoning of certain 
agricultural areas in Lompoc Valley. 


Fourth District Supervisor 
Robert 
Hedlund, of Lompoc, moved for approval 
of the request of the Lompoc Valley 
General Plan Advisory Committee. 


The County Planning Department staff 
was directed to prepare a work program 
outline, including cost and time es­ 
timates 
Before rezoning proposals can be set 
up, the County Office of Environmental 
Quality (OEQ) will be called on to give 


an environm ental 
im pact review, 
probably in the nature of an En­ 
vironm ental Im pact Report (E IR ) 
rather than a negative declaration. 
Planning Director Britt A. Johnson in 
a memorandum to the board had recom­ 
mended deferral of final action on the 
proposal until mid-August. He predicted 
that if the “ magnitude of this project ap­ 
proaches that of the Santa Ynez Valley 
agricultural rezoning, a preliminary cost 
estimate is not unreasonable.” 
However, some board members said 
they felt sure neither the magnitude nor 
the cost of a Lompoc Valley rezoning 
would be comparable to the Santa Ynez 
Valley effort concluded earlier this year.

Begin 
proposes 
peace plan 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Israeli Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin offered Presi­ 
dent Carter a comprehensive Middle 
East peace plan today after a sweltering 
ceremony in which both statesmen men­ 
tioned “ differences” between the United 
States and Israel. 
“ We shall never disagree,” Begin told 
Carter in a ceremony on the South Lawn 
of the White House “ We shall only agree 
to differ.” 
Carter made an effusive personal 
tribute to Begin, then declared: 
“ We have been encouraged by his 
statements ... that this year may be a 
time of success to bring permament 
peace and security into the Middle East. 
“We share that common goal, and 
although there might be differences of 
conception and viewpoint between him 
and me, and his nation and the United 
States, the common goal of finding a 
path to permanent peace will inevitably 
bind us together. 
Immediately after the ceremony in 
withering 90-degree heat, the two men 
retired to the Oval Office with Secretary 
of State Cyrus Vance, national security 
adviser Zbigniew Brzezinski and other 
aides. 
Petition 
reaction 
guarded

Reaction was slow or guarded today to 
the certification Monday of petitions 
seeking an election on the county split. 
County Clerk Record Howard Menzel 
certified the petitions as sufficient and 
sent the necessary documents along to 
the Board of Supervisors. The board will 
have the question on the agenda next 
Monday, and according to plan, will 
“forthwith” inform the governor’s of­ 
fice. first step in the appointment of a 
five-member County Formation Com­ 
mission. 
Sherri Hibbitts, Lompoc official of 
Taxpayers to Preserve Santa Barbara 
County, said her organization will con­ 
tinue the fight against the split of the 
county, but that no meeting or other ac­ 
tion has been set since the closing days of 
the petition drive. 
“ The organization 
will definitely continue,” she said today. 
The organization was formed early this 
year with key members coming from the 
Santa Maria and Santa Ynez areas as 
well as from Lompoc. 
Clay Denson, Lompoc realty figure 
and the organizer of a meeting some 
weeks ago in Lompoc to protest the 
threat of a growth limitation measure, 
said he was as undecided now about the 
split as he was then. 
The meeting in 
Lompoc attracted about 40 persons, 
mostly from the real estate and con­ 
struction industry. Despite the concerns 
expressed at that time on the question of 
growth limitation, the meeting had over­ 
tones of the county split question. 
Denson said at that time that he was 
committed to helping to qualify the ques­ 
tion for the ballot. 
Today, he said he “ will not be active in 
the upcoming campaign ” Later he said, 
“ If we feel strongly enough about the 
split, we would get involved.” “ I was 
leaning toward the county split but I 
don’t know if we can afford it,” he said. 
He said it might make a difference in his 
views if the new county could be created 
at the present tax rate or at only a minor 
increase. 
Fifth District Supervisor Harrell 
Fletcher, who dropped the county split 
bombshell some months ago when he 
asked his fellow supervisors for a county 
study (hi economic feasibility, issued a 
prepared statement: “ My first impres­ 
sion upon learning that the petition 
would be declared valid, was that we tru­ 
ly w itnessed dem ocracy in action 
regarding this controversial issue. The 
committee supporting the county split 
are to be congratulated on successfully 
acquiring enough signatures to allow the 
voters to make a decision as to the direc­ 
tion in which their local government 
should proceed. I have always supported 
the concept of small and responsive 
government. I also stated earlier I would 
reserve my decision on the county spUt 
until all the economic facts are in. Now 
that the petition is declared valid, an un­ 
biased government-appointed commis­ 
sion will be formed to study the split 
proposal and issue a report that should 
give everyone the information necessary 
to make up their minds.” 


Harley Craig, Lompoc realty figure 
who gave $100 to help get signatures to 
qualify the question for the ballot, said 
he would reserve judgment “ until all the 
facts are in.” 


He said “ if the vote were taken today, 
I think it would come out about 50-50 ” 
He said he gained that impression by 
talking to people in the past few weeks 
Asked if he thought anyone in the Lom­ 
poc area would spearhead the pro county 
split effort, he said there would be that 
kind of leadership when the County For­ 
mation C o m m iss io n finish es its 
feasibility study. 


Supervisors approve study 
to increase water supply 
Youths working on environment 


County Water Agency staff 
was authorized Monday to com­ 
plete first phase studies aimed 
at increasing the county’s 
water resources at a maximum 
cost of $10,000. 
This came after County 
Supervisor William B. Wallace, 
of Goleta, a member of the 
Water Agency board of direc­ 
tors, tossed a number of ques­ 
tions at the board and Water 
Agency engineer-m anager 
Charles Lawrance. 


Wallace sought to show that 
there are many unanswered 


questions dealing with impact 
and cost of the proposal to im­ 
port state water. 
“These things have .to be 
resolved,’’ he said, speaking of 
plans to put a State Water 
project bond issue on the 
November, 1978 ballot for a 
county wide vote 
Lawrance said he didn’t have 
the specific answers but would 
draw up a report soon to reply 
to them. They included effects 
of possible renegotiation of 
Cachuma Project water with 
the Federal government if Lake 
Cachuma is used to store state 
LNG site soil test 
approved by panel 


While pickets marched out­ 
side protesting the proposed 
liquefied natural gas facility at 
Point Conception, the Regional 
C oastal 
C om m ission 
un­ 
animously approved a permit 
request of Western LNG Ter­ 
minal Co., of Los Angeles, to 
conduct soil samples at a site 
along the ocean some three 
miles east of Pt Conception. 
The staff had recommended 
approval, but it was noted that 
approval of this particular per­ 
mit should not be construed as 
giving either tacit or concep­ 
tual approval for the actual con­ 
struction of any LNG facilities, 
which would be the subject of a 
separate permit 
The picketing took place out­ 
side the County Administration 
Building where the regional 
commission held its session 


Purpose of the borings, which 
will be offshore, will be to 
ascertain the type of soils and 
bedrock in the project area and 
the location of any faults, it was 
explained 
The terminal company had 
formally applied to the county 
for a permit to construct the 
facility, and an environmental 


impact report is being prepared 
by a consultant firm engaged by 
the county, with the company 
paying the bill 
Requests for permits from 
the Regional Coastal Commis­ 
sion from four applicants for 
the construction of water wells 
in the Carpinteria Valley ran 
into opposition from former 
C a rp in te ria C ity C ouncil 
member Kenneth Kilboume at 
hearings held in Santa Barbara 
Friday. 
The commission decided to 
await further data as to the 
water situation in the valley 
before making decisions. The 
applications were continued to 
the n ex t S a n ta B a rb a ra 
meeting Two of the applicants 
are nurserym en. Gallup & 
S trib lin g , 
O rc h id s, 
and 
Mavman Flowers. 
Kilbourne emphasized that 
water resources in Carpinteria 
Valley are causing some con­ 
cern already, and claimed there 
is “no water available to give 
the applicants, or to supply any 
of the uncompleted and fully ap­ 
proved residential projects by 
the city and coastal commis­ 
sion. or proposed residential 
projects.”

The Youth C onservation 
Corps (not to be confused with 
the California Conservation 
Corps) has brought a flurry of 
hard, useful work to Lompoc 
this summer. 
Vandenberg Air Force Base 
is hosting the YCC camp of 
some 30 young people between 
15 and 18 years old, as they 
work on various conservation 
projects in the area. According 
to Director Myron Webster, the 
federal program is around six 
years old. but this is the first 
year of sponsorship by a 
military base. 
Corps m em bers applied 
through counselors at their high 
schools and were hired by the 
Department of Interior. Tltey 
are primarily from the Ventura 
and southern Santa Barbara 
counties. The students are not 
necessarily disadvantaged but 
are from diverse backgrounds. 
The teens live in dormitories 
at the base and work a 40 hour 
week. They receive $2.30 an 
hour with $2 a day deducted for 
m eals during the six-week 


program. 
“For some, this is their first 
work experience. They learn 
how to work all day, how to 
socialize They are working, but 
we hope they are also being 
educated in a conservation 
ethic,” said Bill Arnerich, a 
work crew leader. 
Arnerich, who teaches at 
Lompoc High School, said they 
often take time out from work 
to study and discuss animal life 
and vegetation in the area. 
“We want them to learn to 
appreciate the environment,” 
said Arnerich. 
Projects for the corps include 
clearing brush and building 
fences (to replace those built by 
the 1930s CCC) at La Purisima 
Mission, aiding the Forest Ser­ 
vice in clearing land and 
developing spring boxes to 
provide water for wildlife. 
“These kids are working 
demons,” said Arnerich. 
The young people were 
enthusiastically stripping bark 
from Klamath pine trees for the 
Purisima fences when inter-

By BETSY SUSMAN 
Staff writer 
Lompoc buyers beware of the 
Columbia Research Corpora­ 
tion bearing “ Super Jackpot 
Holiday Vacations” through the 
mail, because according to the 
San Francisco District At­ 
torney’s Office, the operation is 
fraudulent

C o n su m er 
Fraud/White Collar Crime Unit 
recently filed a 270-count 
criminal complaint charging 
the Chicago-based corporation 
and its president, Raymond D 
Anderson, with grand theft, 
contempt of court and false 
advertising. The crim inal 
charges resulted from violation 
of a 1975 San F ran cisco 
Superior Court injunction 
prohibiting the fraudulent mail 
solicitations 


Anderson was arrested in 
Illinois, released on $500,000 
bail, and is awaiting extradition 
to California for preliminary 
hearings In the meantime, the 
nationwide mailings continue 
and many Lompoc residents 
have received offers 


Consumers are informed they 
have been “ selected” by a com­ 
puter to receiv e various 
benefits, which include free 
hotel accommodations, free 
meals, a free rental car. free 
cash and gambling tokens in 
Las Vegas Other vacation of­ 
fers include similar benefits in 
Florida, the Bahamas, and 
Puerto Rico 


A “ registration fee” of $15 95 
is requested and Columbia then 


agrees to make the reserva­ 
tions upon request from the 
registered consumer at any 
time within a year. 
After paying the $15 95, many 
people have never heard from 
Columbia again. Others have 
received a second fee demand 
of $25. ostensibly to make and 
hold their reservations 
Of those who actually took 
the vacation, many found their 
accommodations less than the 
promised “ luxurious,” “first 
class,” or “ right on the strip,” 
and had other problems.

In Dawson, Ga., farm er Bob­ 
by Locke put the torch to 2,000 
acres of sun-w ithered corn 
In North Carolina, thousands 
of fish died in the Neuse R iver 
— victim s of oxygen depletion 
after 15 consecutive days of 
tem p eratures in the 90s and no 
rain since May 26. 
Across K ansas, corn, milo 
and soybeans shriveled in heat 
unbroken since June when a 
then-unwanted deluge cost the 
state 15 to 16 million bushels of 
w heat, and in Iowa, farm ers 
a n d 
c a t t l e m e n 
f a c e d 
foreclosure a t the bank. 
In C a lifo rn ia , w h ere th e 
o v e ra ll loss to the s ta te ’s 
economy now is pegged at $15 
billion, farm ers are “ drilling 
wells like they’re going out of 
style.” 
F rom co ast to coast, the 
farm ers’ wail of disaster was 
as unbroken Monday as the 
b lis te rin g h e a t w av e th a t 
m arked the drought of 1977. 
A griculture experts had little to 
offer in the way of hope for 
rain 
“Our crystal ball doesn’t look 
very good before 1979,” said 
Iowa state geologist Stanley 


G rant. “ It's literally a dire 
situation.” 
“ Cities are also in serious 
trouble ” he said. “ U nless Iowa 
received rain of the 40 days and 
40 nights variety, m any cities 
m ay find them selves without 
any w a te r a t a ll in m id - 
A ugust."

Laos made 
colony in 
Viet treaty 


BANGKOK. Thailand (U PI) 
— V ietnam and Laos have 
agreed 
to an 
unprecedented 
treaty reducing tiny Laos to the 
status of a Hanoi "colony,” 
diplom atic observers said to­ 
day. 
Vientiane Radio, in a broad­ 
cast from the Laotian capital 
this m orning, reported L aos’ 
Com m unist rulers and a visit­ 
ing delegation from neighbor­ 
ing V ietnam had reached ag ree­ 
m en t on a 25-year m u tu a l 
defense treaty . 
The treaty states th at “ both 
sides agree to offer assistance 
to each other, to cooperate and 
to increase defense capability 
and independence and to oppose 
all tricks of im perialists and 
reactionary rightists ” 
V ietnam , with m ore than 1 
m illio n s o ld ie rs — 40,000 
already in Laos — obviously is 
the g rea te r power and would do 
m ost of the defending Laos, a 
tiny nation of 3 million people, 
has only an estim ated 12.000 to 
15,000 soldiers 
They (V ietnam ) have m ili­ 
tary control, trade control and 
provide political leadership for 
L aos,” said a foreign diplom at 
recently stationed in Hanoi. 
“Laos has become a colony 
now. no doubt about it.” 
The length of the proposed 
p a c t — 25 y e a rs w ith an 
autom atic 10-year extension un­ 
less one party backs out — is 
unprecedented, scholars of in­ 
ternational relations said 
The broadcast, also carried

ANCHORAGE, Alaska (U PI) 
— Once the federal governm ent 
gave its approval, it took only a 
m a tte r of hours for w orkers to 
re sta rt the pum ps sending oil 
through the trans-A laska pipe­ 
line from the N orth Slope to 
Prudhoe Bay. 
The flow w as stopped July 8 
when an explosion at Pum p S ta­ 
tion No. 8 near F airbanks killed 
one em ploye and destroyed the 
pum p building The site is 300 
m iles short of the Valdez te r­ 
m inal 
I n t e r i o r S e c re tra ry C ecil 
Andrus approved the reopening 
of the $7.7 billion pipeline a t 
about 4 p m 
EDT Monday in 
W ashington and the line was 
back in operation seven hours 
later 
Andrus explained he w as tak­ 
ing the action because the blast 
w as caused by hum an erro r 
r a t h e r t h a n a t e c h n i c a l 
m alfunction 
However, Andrus w arned the 


Alaska 
Pipeline Service Co. 
(A lyeska) to take steps to in­ 
sure against such m ishaps in 
the future 
“A ccidents of this 
kind cannot be allowed to hap­ 
pen again,” he said. 
In reopening the line, Pum p 
Station No 8 w as bypassed with 
Station No 9 replacing it. Sta­ 
tion No. 9 had not been active 
when the explosion occurred. 
When the 800-mile pipeline 
was opened on June 20, Alyeska 
said it would take 30 to 40 days 
for the oil to reach the southern 
Alaska port They now peg the 
arriv al tim e a t late in the last 
week of this month 
The oil w as to have flowed 
into a storage tank farm at 
Valdez, then loaded on tankers 
An Alyeska source said, howe­ 
ver, that because of the explo­ 
sion and interruption in flow the 
plan m ay be changed so that the 
oil will be pum ped directly onto 
the tankers. 
Andrus said a report by a sur­ 


veillance team found the explo­ 
sion occurred because of hum an 
e rro r and failure to follow e s­ 
tablished safety procedures — 
the sam e cau se listed in a 
prelim inary N ational T ran sp o r­ 
tation Safety Board report 


"O n the day of the accident, if 
the procedures in either the 
start-up or the operation plan 
h ad 
b e e n 
c o m p l i e d 
w i t h 
precisely, the accident would 
not have happened,” the report 
said 


Jack Turner, director of the 
Interior D epartm ent’s Alaska 
operations, said, “ Based on our 
review of the physical plant, 
p ro c e d u re s,

period since the accident, we 
believe that it is safe to allow 
oil flow to resum e.” 
Andrus said he w as reassured 
by Alyeska that steps would be

The white regim e faces an es­ 
calating five-year-old guerrilla 
w ar that has left the economy a 
near sham bles and spurred a 
steady exodus of whites.

There really are people who care I 
joined 200 of them in a neighboring com­ 
munity They gave up their Sunday night 
television watching, card games and 
social activities to participate in an in­ 
formal seminar on the problems of the 
aging population. It was a mixed 
audience with half apparently over 65, 
the others in the 30-to-50 age bracket, 
and a few young women in their late 
teens or early 20s 
It seemed to be an average gathering 
of middle class citizenry They were 
neither rich nor poor, but very much in­ 
terested in the problems of the Senior 
Citizens. 
A moderator and three speakers told 
us briefly of some of the problems facing 
the country’s largest minority — the old 
folks These are the problems most of us 
already know One speaker did offer ad­ 
vice on how to invest our money — if we 
had enough income to worry about how 
to invest it Then a microphone was pas­ 
sed around to enable the people in the 
audience to question the panelists No 
one wanted to ask questions. 
They wanted to make statements 
about the absence of that old physician- 
patient relationship, the high medical ex­ 
penses and the small return from 


Medicare, our failure to do productive 
work without being penalized by a loss of 
some Social Security benefits if earnings 
exceeded a ridiculously low limitation, 
that depressed feeling of being alone and 
unwanted due to a lack of communica­ 
tion with their children. 
Soon the seminar became a forum for 
family relationships The issue appeared 
to be ducked by the middle-aged women 
and men. Probably they thought they 
were doing their duty in the month of 
May, bringing out the flowers delivered 
on Mother’s Day or else taking Ma and 
Pa out for a Mother’s Day Sunday din­ 
ner. 
Suggestions were made that there 
should be a closer relationship between 
grandchildren and grandparents, an ex­ 
cellent idea that works only up to a cer­ 
tain age and time. Grandchildren are 
wonderful to have around Grandma is a 
convenient built-in baby-sitter She tells 
such interesting stories and she takes 
granddaughter shopping for toys and 
pretty dresses She’s available to play 
house or play with the dolls. Grandpa is a 
great man to the young grandson He can 
build things and put toys together. They 
can go fishing or to sports events, and 
grandpa can even crank up his arthritic 
arm to pitch while the young boy prac­ 


tices his batting 
This early com­ 
panionship is wonderful for both genera­ 
tions. 


And if grandma and grandpa have 
moved moved south into the sun belt, 
when winter vacations come around, the 
kiddies can shuck off the ski suits, legg­ 
ings and other warm clothing and visit 
the grandparents for more fun and 
games 


But grandchildren too grow older and 
the time comes when they have many 
new interests. The little kiddies have 
grown up to be young women and young 
men. They are busy with sports, hobbies, 
preparing for their careers, solidifying 
friendships with others in their age 
group — and they become socially con­ 
scious and socially active. They love 
grandma and grandpa but as they grow 
up they also like to do many other things 
which now occupy their time and atten­ 
tion 
As our grandchildren grow older we 
can continue thinking they are an impor­ 
tant part of our lives But we no longer 
are as an important part of their lives.

District seeks extension 
on sewer facility design 


Faced w ith a Sept 
30 
deadline which apparently it 
will be unable to meet for com­ 
pleting design concept steps for 
grant funding for wastewater 
treatment facilities in Santa 
Ynez, the Santa Ynez Com­ 
munity Services District has 
called upon Congressman 
Robert J. Lagomarsino to in­ 
tervene on the district’s behalf 
with the State Water Resources 
Control Board to extend the 
deadline to Dec 31 
In a letter to the congres­ 
sman, the district noted that a 
chronology of the project was 
sent to him last year, followed 
by a report by E P A officials 
regarding delays in the project. 
The district said the E P A 
representatives noted that the 
district's E IR had not been 
received nor had a joint powers 
agreement between Santa Ynez 
and the Solvang Municipal 
Improvement 
District been 
signed and alluding to “ failures 
and deficiencies" on the part of 
the SYCSD 
"T o place the 
culpability on this district was 
neither fair nor reasonable," 
the Santa Ynez district told 
Lagomarsino 
The letter to the congressman 
pointed out that Santa Ynez “ is 
a very small community. The 
district has been operating on 
an annual budget of approx­ 
imately $25,000 which repre­ 
sents revenue secured from a 
tax rate of $1 per $100 of asses­ 
sed valuation. Hie district has 
no other source of income.” 
The district noted, too, that in 
order to provide a sewer 
system for the community, 


which has been declared a 
health hazard by the state and 
which has been under a building 
moratorium imposed by the 
county since January, 1974, the 
district is dependent upon funds 
available through the Clean 
Water program 
The Santa Ynez district 
pointed out that a regional 
basin plan has "always pressed 
for a regional solution through 
the existing Solvang treatment 
plant. To do anything else 
would require modification of 
the regional plan For almost 
six years this board has 
diligently attempted to comply 
with the plan and qualify for 
funding ” 
The congressman was told, 
too, by the district that in May 
of 1975 the last "of a series of 
evaluators assigned to the 
project by the state,” suggested 
the Solvang plant might not be 
the most cost effective solution 
for Santa Ynez and recom­ 
mended that a local treatment 
plant should be taken under 
consideration. 
That, according to the dis­ 
trict, required additional 
engineering 
studies. 
" Also, 
changes in the environmental 
procedures necessary to con­ 
form to amendments to the 
CEQA and N EPA necessitated 
a ponderous, new E IR which 
addressed two alternatives — 
thus accounting for the ‘14 
months to correct deficien­ 
cies. 
The district said, too, that the 
E IR is not complete until its 
board makes a determination of 
the most cost effective solution 


and a statement prepared by 
the state for the E PA At that 
time concept approval might be 
expected, the Santa Ynez 
District said 


“In mid-June," the letter 
continued, "the staff of the 
SW RCB expressed the opinion 
to this district that the form of 
agreement is still not fair and 
equitable, but if Santa Ynez and 
Solvang would sign the docu­ 
ment before July 21. the date of 
the next state board meeting, 
they would request that board 
to modify the order and extend 
eligibility for Solvang. 


“This would presumably 
allow Santa Ynez to obtain con­ 
cept approval for the project 
and authorization, through 
award of the Step II grant, to 
proceed with the designs for the 
joint project 
"However, it is not realistic 
to assume that the engineers 
could have designs and 
specifications completed and 
approved by the state and the 
EPA by Sept 30, the cutoff date 
for obligating state funds " 
In the letter to the congres­ 
sman signed by board president 
Tony Hernandez, the district 
said "it is the feeling of this 
board that the time constraints 
do not permit responsible 
decision-making in the best in­ 
terests of the community. 
Therefore we are requesting 
that an extension of time be 
granted which will assure this 
project of receiving state and 
federal assistance in con­ 
structing a sorely-needed 
system ”

$240,000 drought 
aid fund approved 


An application of the Santa 
Ynez River Water Conservation 
District, Improvement District 
No. 1, for $240,000 in interest- 
free loan funds from the U.S. 
Bureau of Reclamation has 
been approved. 
This was revealed by Thomas 
M Petersen, district manager 
yesterday. 
The loan is under provisions 
of the emergency drought act of 
1977. 
Trustees of the improvement 
district will meet tonight at 8 
o’clock in the district office, 
3622 Sagunto Street, Santa 
Ynez, to formally execute the 
loan agreem ent with the 
bureau. 
According to the provisions of 
the contract, the district will 
have 12 years to repay the loan. 
In anticipation of approval of 
the loan bid, the district has 
already completed the neces­ 


sary environmental procedures 
and has issued a call for bids for 
the drilling and equipping of 
two new wells which will be 
located in the Los Olivos Area 
The district has been the 
owner of one well site located 
along Alamo Pintado Creek at 
the intersection of Grand, 
Roblar and Alamo Pintado, 
since 1973 It is now negotiating 
for the acquisition of a second 
location on the Lucian ranch 
property in the vicinity of 
Highway 254 and east of the 
town of Los Olivos 
Should the district be unable 
to obtain the Lucian site, a se­ 
cond choice would be one 
located on the old Los Olivos 
School grounds at the comer of 
Highway 254 and Alamo Pin­ 
tado Avenue Los Olivos School 
District trustees have indicated 
a willingness to provide the dis­ 
trict with a location for the se­ 


cond well on school property. 
Petersen said that according 
to the terms of the agreement 
with the bureau, the entire 
project must be completed by 
Nov. 30 
A ccording to a 
schedule developed by the dis­ 
trict, Petersen said all of the 
work on the wells should be 
ready for operation by Nov. 10. 
Petersen said development of 
the two new wells will prove 
beneficial to water users in the 
entire improvement district. It 
will not only add a supplemen­ 
tal supply to the Los Olivos area 
which has a large number of 
agricultural customers, but to 
other areas within the district 
as well. 
The district trustees are 
scheduled to open bids for the 
drilling of the wells and the 
development of the pumping 
stations Friday at 1 p m at the 
district office 


Supervisors score confusion

Apparent Federal govern­ 
ment confusion concerning the 
Exxon Corp project to process 
and transport crude oil from its 
Santa Ynez field off theGaviota 
area was scored Monday by the 
Board of Supervisors 
The supervisors approved the 
request of Board Chairman 
H arrell Fletcher, of Santa 
Maria, to fire off a telegram to 
Environm ental Protection 
Agency ( E P A ) czar Paul de 
Falco after noting that the E PA 
seems intent on negotiating a 
permit with Exxon for an of­ 
fshore processing plant and 
marine terminal facility, at the 
same time county authorities 
are working hard with the 
Interior Department and the 
state to bring Exxon ashore 
The telegram asks De Falco 
to grant a minimum 60-day 
delay in its scheduled Aug. 9 
hearing to review E P A permit 
conditions for the offshore units 
proposed in Federal waters 3.2 
miles off Gaviota. 
The county wasn't notified of 
the hearing and needs time in 


any case to prepare testimony 
and technical comment against 
a permit. 
If granted, such a 
permit would expose onshore 
Santa Barbara territory to high 
levels of air pollutants, due 
principally to tanker loadings, 
it was stated 


Fletcher and others on the 
board also rapped the E PA for 
suggesting a possible trade-off 
which would allow Exxon to 
operate its new offshore facility 
with sizable emissions if Exxon 
would agree to reduce contami­ 
nants from facilities in the Los 
Angeles basin 


The board approved a 
proposal by County E n ­ 
vironmental Coordinator Albert 
Reynolds to appropriate up to 
$500. if necessary, to provide 
for expert testimony on behalf 
of the county at the hearing, if 
E P A turns down the request for 
a continuance. 


Meanwhile, the board voted 
to have both Fletcher and 
Supervisor William Wallace, of 
Goleta. represent the board. 


along with Reynolds, at upcom­ 
ing state oil policy sessions in 
Sacramento concerning the bid 
to get Exxon to give up its of­ 
fshore plant plan and return to 
its original proposal of setting 
up an onshore plant in Las 
Flores Canyon, west of Goleta. 
Fletcher earlier had con­ 
tacted Exxon asking for its con­ 
ditions on which it would come 
ashore 
Fletcher and Super­ 
visor Robert Kallman. of Santa 
Barbara, both had the idea the 
board had granted Fletcher 
power to confer with both Exx­ 
on and the state as to new con­ 
ditions involving an onshore 
pipeline plan, but the other 
three members felt Fletcher's 
envoy powers had extended 
only to Exxon contacts

Enterprise, skippered by Lowell North 
of San Diego, Calif., took a commanding 
lead of more than two minutes in the 
first race after Independence got caught 
in light, shifting winds The race was 
called off on the second of six legs with 
Independence hopelessly behind. 
In the day’s second contest, Enterprise 
botched a starting line maneuver and 
failed in a scramble to catch Independen­ 
c e , sk ip p ered by Ted Hood of 
Marblehead. Mass 
The split meant little change in overall 
trial standings. The clear leader is 
Courageous, skippered by Atlanta 
Braves owner Ted Turner, which now 
holds a 19-2 record 
In the first race, a vigorous tacking 
duel prompted Hood to bear off in search 
of more wind, but that forced him closer 
to the spectator fleet, which offered less 


wind and choppier seas and put him 97 
seconds behind at the first mark. 
"We had equal boat speed, we just lost

$1,000 fine Paul agreed to forego a jail 


sentence in favor of imposing the max­ 
imum fine. 
Paul said the negotiated plea rests on 
Randle’s making full restitution for all 
medical expenses incurred by Lucchesi 
Randle’s attorney, Richard Neuheisel of 
Tempe. Arix., said he could produce 


documentation that would show that a 
$10,000 fine by the Rangers against Ran­ 
dle took care of Lucchesi’s expenses. 
Paul told Neuheisel that Randle would 
have to appear in court in the next few 
weeks for an arraignment and sentenc­ 
ing.

Hisle beats militant rap 


Larry just happy 
to be an All-Star

NEW YORK (UPI) - It seems 
unjust to many baseball followers 
that Larry Hisle, the American 
League’s leading run producer with 
82 RBI, will not be in the starting 
lineup for Tuesday night’s All-Star 
Game at Yankee Stadium. 
But the mere fact he is on the AL 
squad is reward enough for the 30- 
year-old outfielder of the Minnesota 
Twins. After all, eight years ago the 
chances of Hisle ever being named 
to an All-Star team was as remote 
as a Democrat from Georgia ever 
becoming president of the United 
States. 
“When my son was bom was the 
biggest thrill of my life, but being 
named to the All-Star team is close 
to it,” says the soft-spoken Hisle. “I 
knew I would have to make the team 
on my stats, that I wouldn’t get the 
votes because we play in a city 
where we draw very few fans. 
“It’s not a city like New York or 
Los Angeles When I found out I was 


sixth in the voting among outfielders 
I was totally pleased.” 
It has been a long, hard climb to 
All-Star status for Hisle. Once con­ 
sidered a top prospect in the 
Philadelphia Phillies’ organization, 
Hisle went from rookie sensation in 
1970 to failure in 1971 and came 
close to giving up the game a few 
years back when he was optioned to 
the minor leagues. 
Hisle’s late development as a 
player could be traced to an unjust 
reputation he got as a “ black 
militant” when he was with the 
Phillies An easy-going type who is 
extremely difficult to rouse to 
anger, Hisle was branded a militant 
because of the many books on black 
culture he used to read in the 
clubhouse. 
“I think it is important for black 
people to understand their race,” 
said Hisle. "Often we have the same 
problems. But had I had some way 
to see into the future and see how it 


was rubbing people the wrong way I 
would not have read those books in 
front of other people. 
"It really hurt me because it just 
wasn’t true. The people who knew 
me knew I wasn’t a militant. Why, 
whenever there was an uneven 
number of black and whites I would 
always room with a white. Larry 
Bowa and I roomed together for a 
couple of years and he remains one 
of my best friends. I get along well 
with all people ” 
Although the reputation un­ 
doubtedly slowed his progress, Hisle 
refuses to point an accusing finger 
at the Phillies 
"I honestly wish I could be playing 
for the Phillies right now,” he said 
"They treated me as well as I’ve 
ever been treated,,..” 
He says the turning point in his 
career came in 1972 when he was 
traded to the Los Angeles Dodgers 
and failed to make the club. He was 
sent to the minors at Albuquerque 


and played there with many of the 
players who currently make up the 
Dodger squad. 
“I hit well there and began to get 
my confidence back,” said Hisle. 
"My family also was a big help to 
me. They were the only ones who 
really believed in me ...” 
Since coming to the Twins in 1973 
Hisle has steadily developed into 
one of the AL’s most consistent hit­ 
ters He enters the All-Star Game 
with a 298 average and 21 homers in 
addition to his league-leading RBI 
total. While he is not as readily 
known on the street as say, a Reggie 
Jackson, he has finally earned the 
respect of his peers and that means 
more to him than public adulation. 
"The lack* of recognition doesn’t 
really bother me. I’m sort of old- 
fashioned. After the game when the 
guys come up and say, 'Larry, you 
did a good job,’ that gives me 
greater satisfaction than seeing my 
name in lights ”

Finally in 
desperation yours truly began to dig a 
ditch around the base of the plant The 
plan is to dig down and then under the 
plant, finally toppling it by this undercut­ 
ting technique

ditch was about two feet deep and in a 
circle around the plant with a cir­ 
cumference of about 20 feet. Now com es 
the undercutting, first with a shovel and 
later with a crowbar The latter will be 
effective, applied with a hooking motion 
to first penetrate a couple of inches into 
the hard soil and then to drag some of the 
soil to where it can be shoveled up

“ to elevate the current N ew sm en's 
Shield Law into the state constitution. 
And thus prohibit judges from jailing 
newspersons who refuse to reveal the 
name of a confidential source.” 
In a letter received last week. Lewis 
said. “Ideally, the First Amendment of 
the U S 
Constitution should provide 
enough protection for journalists. But if 
that were the case, then the current 
Newsmen's Shield Law would not be 
needed. Without the present law. most 
experts believe that many more Califor­ 
nia journalists — relying solely on First 
Amendment protection — would have 
been imprisoned and the free flow of in­ 
formation to the public would have been 
inhibited ” 
Lewis hastens to add. “ My proposal. 
Assembly Constitutional Amendment 4, 
seeks to give equal consideration to the 
constitutional rights of a fair trial and a 
free press The judiciary currently is not 
balancing these rights 
“Judges have ruled that when their 
constitutional responsibility to control 
proceedings in their own courts com es 
into conflict with the statutory right of 
newsmen to refuse to reveal their con­ 
fidential sources, the latter must give 
way. Essentially, the judiciary is saying 
that the right to a fair trial is more fun­ 
damental than a free press, and that is 
why newspersons are going to jail .” 
Needless to say there’ll be a lot of 
debate on that one 


WASHINGTON — The top brass of the 
Justice Department's Antitrust Division 
and the Interstate Commerce Commis­ 
sion got together in the backrooms 
the other day to discuss their mutual 
animosities Everyone shook hands and. 
immediately 
afterw ard, 
the

titrust officials began 
pulling their punches 
to spare the ICC from 
embarrassment 
H e r e 
a r e 
th e 
fascinating events that 
led to the deten te 
b e tw e e n th e tw o 
bureaucratic 
baronies: 
The ICC’s reluctant 
regulators had been 
fum ing over som e 
stinging criticism from the Justice 
Departm ent's trustbusters. The An­ 
titrust Division uncharitably had blasted 
the ICC for several anti-consumer deci­ 
sions 
This stirred the ICC's new boss. A 
Daniel O'Neal, to seek a peace con­ 
ference with the Justice Department’s 
acting anti-trust chief John Shenefield 
They sat down together behind closed 
doors, each attended by aides. 
An O’Neal aide asked the anti-trust of­ 
ficials, please, to stop issuing “cheap- 
shot press releases” against the ICC. 
O'Neal put it more delicately; with ap­ 
parent sincerity, he offered to incor­ 
porate more anti-trust philosophy into 
ICC decisions. 
By all accounts, the trustbusters were 
so overcome by O’Neal s cooperative at­ 
titude that they rushed out and reversed 
an earlier decision to challenge another 
ICC ruling 
This was a ruling to deny a small bus 
company. Latin Express Service, the 
right to provide limited service between 
Miami, Fla . and Union City, N.J. The 
com pany wanted to serve Spanish­ 
speaking travelers who had difficulty on 
Greyhound and Trailways buses 
Latin Express, for example, would 
have provided bilingual drivers and food 
with a Spanish flavor Yet ICC denied the 
little company permission to run only 
two or three round trips a week The ICC 
ruling, incredibly, claimed this limited 
service might harm the busing agents. 
Greyhound and Trailways. 
The Anti-trust Division, which is sup­ 
posed to en co u ra g e co m p etitio n , 
objected to the ridiculous ruling One 
fuming anti-trust official called it “so 
outrageous as to boggle the mind.” It 
was “absurd.” he said, “to think Latin 
Express could have diverted enough 
revenue from Greyhound or Trailways” 
to endanger them 
The 
Anti-trust 
Division, 
therefore, 
decided to challenge the ICC decision, 
and another sharp statement was started 
through the bureaucratic machinery. 
But then the trustbusters, basking in the 
warm glow of their meeting with O’Neal, 
changed their minds about the Latin Ex­ 
press case 
A spokesman acknowledged, quite can­ 


didly, that the anti-trust chiefs didn’t 
want to attack the ICC so soon after the 
truce with O'Neal. So the spirit of 
detente prevailed, much to the outrage 
of some anti-trust officials who thought 
the Latin 
E xpress decision was a 
travesty. 
U nfortunately 
for O’N eal's sen ­ 
sibilities. however, the top trustbusters 
forgot to tell the press office about their 
change of heart The unwitting press of­ 
fice, therefore, issued another blistering 
release 
“ For the second tim e in two months.” 
declared the embarrassing release, “ the 
Department of Justice has challenged an 
ICC decision denying a small bus com ­ 
pany authority to provide new intercity 
service.” 
The release quotes the anti-trust 
deputy chief. Joe Sims, as proclaiming: 
“The Commission's decision points up 
the impossible burden placed on new ap­ 
plicants for motor carrier operating 
authority by the ICC, even when the 
proposed service is highly specialized 
and the applicant is very small ” 
The only trouble with the press release 
w as that the ICC ruling was not 
challenged as advertised, and the deci­ 
sion to drop the challenge was made by 
Joe Sims. 
F ootn ote. 
A J u stice D epartm ent 
spokesman confirmed most of our facts 
but said the Latin Express case did not 
involve significant new anti-trust issues.

WASHINGTON - “Your President 
Carter is the greatest gamble of this cen­ 
tury. and not just for your own country, 
but for the world ” 


Those w ords w ere spoken by a 
Britisher in London, a long-time friend 
who has held many in­ 
teresting public of­ 
fices and is now in the 
House of Lords. The 
wo r ds c o n t a i n , 
it 
seem s to me, a fun­ 
damental truth about 
the status of Jimmy 
Carter both at home 
and abroad He has a 
reservoir of good will 
with the hope that he 
will succeed, together 
with a realization that 
if he fails there is no 
predicting in what direction the West 
will move. 


In the first six months a great deal of 
criticism has been withheld 
Even 
among those who might be partisan 
political opponents, the inclination has 
been to give him a chance: Don’t try to 
pull him down before he has time to show 
that he can cope with the horrendous 
problems confronting the president after 
Watergate and the recession 


Today, however, that hopeful interlude 
is ending It is being said increasingly 
that the Carter foreign policy is going 
nowhere or, rather, that it is going in 
several different directions at once. 
While Carter professes to be unable to 
understand why the human rights pres­ 
sure should have cut across the attempt 
to reach a new SALT agreement with the 
Soviet Union, that is surely no mystery 
to anyone with even a slight under­ 
standing of the rigidity of a totalitarian 
system 


In Europe recen tly the frequent 
private appraisal was: Y es, human 
rights is a laudable demand; but so far 
as the Soviet Union is concerned, the end 
result can only be negative. The controls 
are so tight, together with incessant 
propaganda, that even an intimation of 
change must be resisted by every possi­ 
ble means, no matter how ruthless and 
brutal they appear to the world beyond 
the Iron Curtain 


The critics mentioned most often the 
letter the president wrote to the dissi­ 
dent physicist, Andrei Sakharov, which 
was delivered by the U.S. em bassy in 
Moscow That, they felt, went beyond the 
bounds of moral suasion, and impinged 
on the sovereignty of the Soviet Union 
They linked this with the president’s 


reception of Vladimir Bukovsky, the dis­ 
sident expelled from the Soviet Union 


Along with the human rights issue, the 
propaganda of the weapons lobby here at 
home and the uncertain course of 
Congress in advancing the new neutron 
bomb have deflated the hope of meeting 
the October deadline for a new SALT 
agreement. As to how much of this is the 
fault of U.S. negotiating proposals that 
blow alternately hot and cold, only 
history and the full disclosure of the 
secret documents will make a judgment 
possible But with the leverage offered 
by the stalem ate and the pressures of the 
weaponeers, a 
new and accelerated 
round of the arms race seem s almost in­ 
evitable 


As for the precarious balance in the 
Middle East, Carter and. indirectly, his 
National Security adviser, Zbigniew 
Brzezinski. have talked too much on one 
side and the other. At his last press con­ 
ference the president foreswore any 
more talk, at least until he had a chance 
to meet with the new Israeli prime 
minister, Menahem Begin — a ban he 
quickly violated 


One after the other the president has 
sent a series of proposals on domestic 
policy to the Congress They have more 
often than not had the air of intellectual 
con cep ts 
rather than 
of political 
proposals meeting the desires and the 
understanding of the average citizen. 


In his energy bill, Carter tried to do too 
much 
The need was for a sim ple, 
straightforward proposal that would con­ 
serve energy even at the cost of much 
higher gasoline prices or even, as he has 
now come to suggest, gasoline rationing. 
Instead, it had the look of a Rube 
Goldberg contraption that would modify 
the tax laws, control and-or decontrol oil 
and natural gas and convert unwilling 
Americans into voluntary conservers. 
Congress is meddling with it and the 
likelihood is for a truncated measure 
that will please no one. 


One thing I wish Carter would stop do­ 
ing is dredging up his cam paign 
promises, apparently in the hope that he 
can be proved an honest man He keeps 
repeating that he will balance the budget 
by 1980 or ’81. With the prospective 
deficit running at close to $60 billion, that 
would seem an exercise comparable to 
squaring the circle. 


But, you see, he and the men around 
him are learning. This is often said in the 
six-months’ trial run Is there time for 
on-the-job learning? I go on hoping he 
will succeed As my friend in London 
puts it, so very much turns on the out­ 
come
